There will be no symphony or orchestra

Atrip through the State and foreign Gov- 
ernment section of the grounds shows that 
most of the buildings there will be open for 
the reception of visitors. 

The State buildings that will be open are: 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Colorado, California, 
Ohio, Michigan, Washington, Nebraska, Mis- 
souri, South Dakota, Montana, Utah, Kansas, 
Colorado, West Virginia, Virginia (uncer- 
tain) and Arkansas. f 

These States that will close the doors of 
their buildings to-morrow are: Pennsylva- 
nia, Massachusetts, Maine, New York, Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire, Maryland, Virginia, 
Indiana, North Dakota. Vermont, Idaho and 
Loulsiana. 

Most of the territory houses will be open, 
and about all of the foreign buildings, which 
are now complete, will be open, except the

The fourth week closed to-night in a blaze 
of electric giory, colored lights, human song 
and instrumental music. A great crowd of 
people came to see and hear. On no previ- 
ous night have so many gathered within the 
gates. Sixty thousand is possibly a low esti- 
mate ofthe number who dropped their tick- 
ets in the boxes at the turnstiles. The night 
was fairly pleasant and the programme pre- 
pared was carried out. 

The musical feature of the night was es- 
pecially attractive, the grand basin being 
the point of observation for thousands, On 
two floats anchored in the middle of this body 
of water sat the Chicago Band and 200 male 

singers from the Chicago Apollo Club. Th 
music which fell upon the ears of the listen- 


ing thousands mingled with the lapping of 


the water by the gondoliers, whose craft, 
laden with visitors, glided softly over the 
surface and dissolved the shadow with the 
light of lanterns hanging from prow to stern. 
The water pageant rivaled the iiluminations 
on land, for every kind of craft propelled by 
oar, steam, electricity and naphtha darted 
over the waters of the White City, their pres- 


ence being made conspicuous by the soft-col- 
ored lights burning at the prows.

island. Thousands thered to view the 
golden city. All the flluminations of the last 
open night were to be seen and many more 
besides. Electricity building was more 
attractive and the formal opening next 
Thursday will reveal the Ingenuity and 
brilliancy of the display.

Attorney Milchrist files His Petitien for 
an {njunction 


CHICAGO, May 27.—The expected bill for an 
injunction to prevent Sunday opening of the 
World’s Fair was filed to-day on behalf 
of the Government by United States 
District Attorney Milchrist in the 
Federal Circuit Court. The District Attor- 
ney does not ask for a temporary injunction, 
and officially the case will not be argued un- 
til next week. 

Mr. Milchrist preferred to wait until Chief 


Justicé Fuller arrives inthecity. The Chief 
Justice will probably hear the case with two 
Judges of the Circuit Court. 

The legal representative of the Exposition 
directory, Edwin Walker, had a short inter- 
view with the District Attorney before 
the bill was filed. Ihe two attorneys then 
together Went to the chambers of Judge 
Jenkins, who, with Judge Crosscup, was 
in waiting. The bill, which was receiving 
the finishing touches meanwhile, was in the 
hands of Assistant District Attorneys Pagen 
and Hand. After a brief stay in the Judge’s 
chamber Attorneys Milchrist and Walker 
came dut and announced that the matter bad 
been set for hearing Wednesday at 10 a. m., 
so that Chief Justice Fuller, who ts expected 
here on that day, could occupy a seat on the 
bench. Assistant District Attorney Hand 
now had the bill réady for filing and to- 
gether they went into the office of the 
clerk ofthe court. Here Mr. Milchrist made 
affidavit before the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court. The entire proceeding occupied but a 
few minutes, and only a few newspaper men 
andthe officials of the agents in the case 
were present. 

Whatever the final outcome the bill will 
have no effect on the Initial Sunday opening 
to-morrow. Ihe Dill says the Chicago 
World’s Fair corporation atthe dedication, 
Oct. 12, 1892, delivered. the several buildings 
into the possession and control of the com- 
mission of the United States. It was pro- 
vided intheactof Aug. 7, 1892, that all ap- 
propriations made, and the act of the Ex- 
position, were made upon the condition that 
the Exposition should not be opened to the 
public on the first day of the week, common- 
ly called Sunday, and thatif the appropria- 
tions should be accepted bythe Exposition, 
itwas madethe duty of the National Com- 
mission to make such rules or modifications 
of the rules of the local corporation as would 
secure the closing of the Exposition on Sun- 


day. 

The bill adds that a Sunday rule made by 
the directory in October was modified by the 
commission and provided explicitly for ‘‘the 
closing of the Exposition’’ and the gates 
thereof on Sundays. This rule, it is claimed 
in the bill, is still in force, and neither the 
commission nor the directory together 
or severally have power to abrogate 
it. It is also claimed that the. con- 
templated opening of the gates will 
be a greatinjury and a grievous injury of 
the common public good and to the welfare 
of the people of the United States.

Secretary Lamont Appealed To to In- 
crease Ite Efficiency. 


WASHINGTON, D. C,, May 27.— According to 
advices received yesterday from Gen. Scho- 
field, the World’s Fair officials are havinga 
monkey and parrot time with the Exposition 
Guards. Tife General sent a most pleading 
telegram to Secretary Lamont for the detail 
of additional officers to assist in main- 
taining discipline and increasing the 
efficiency of the guara. He says 
the presence of more officers is abso- 


lutely necessary for the protection of life 
and property. e regards the early detail 
ot a score or more of officersof the ytmost 
importance, It was probably on the strength 
ofthis telegram that the Secretary finally 
approved the paper, Whicu has been pending 
for some time, for the detail of two com- 
panies of the 3d Infantry from Fort Snelling 
as an additional guard for the Exposition. 

The request for aditional officers has not 
been complied with yet. This is a matter 
that will be attended to by Secretary Lamont 
after his return from New York next week. 
The request was a surprise to him, as he had 
expected to be abie to relieve several of the 
officers now on duty at Chicago in order that 
the regiments might have the benefit of their 
services. He assumes, however, that Gen. 
Schofield has good reason for his recommen- 
dation and is aisposed to approve it. 

It has not actually appeared in black and 
white, but the War Department officials think 
they understand pretty well what is the true 
cause of the demand for assistance from the 
department.

The 
caravels will be towed in line, the Santa 


Maria first, the Nina, then the Pinta. The 
course will be through the sound to Nan- 
tucket shoals, thence directly to Cape Sable 
and through the Gut of Canes and Northum- 
beriand Bay to Cape Gaspe, where the Triton 
leaves the caravels to be taken in tow by a 
Canadian tug.

English Newspapers Advise Their 
Readers to Avoid Chicago. 


Widespread Opinion That All Strangers 
Are Mercilessly Fleeced, 


THE FAIR WRITTEN DOWW AS A YANKEE 
MONEY-MAKING SCHEME, 


Methods of Making Awards Severely 
Criticised by the London Journais— 
Drawing Comparisons With the Show 
of Paris—Mr. Astor's Newspaper Ideas 
a New Thing Abroad—The Imprisoned 
Duchess—Queen Wilhelmina. 


LONDON, May 27.—Instead of cementing 
pleasant relations between America and the 


different nations of Europe the Ohicago Falr 


promises to leave both in an ugly feeling. 
The comment on the system of awards is 
severe in some ofthe papers of England, 
Germany and France, and the whole matter 
islooked on as a shrewd Yankee trick, dis- 
creditable to a great nation. Day by day 
since the opening of the Fair the sentiment 
throughout England has grown stronger 
against it, and the newspapers advise the 
public to let Chicago alone. The conviction 
is firmly established here, rightly 
or wrongly, that the whole “Fair 
is a mere money-making scheme, and 
the reports of the high prices charged 
for everything is keeping everybody away. 
Here is a comment from the Standardof this 
morning, which voices the sentiment of the 
London papers: When the different nations 
agreed at considerable expense to send 
specimens of their arts and manufactures to 
the World’s Fairit was naturally expected 
that the same rules would apply tothem as 
to similar exhibits at all previous exhibi- 
tions. Indeed so much a matter of course 
was the judging of articles by the interna- 
tiona! juries considered that it does not ap- 
pear than any inquiry was made on the 
subject. Otherwise from the results of the 
following on an intimation to the contrary, 
it is extremely doubtful whether the Chicago 
fair would have been much more than an x- 
hibtiion of Ameriean industries. Accordingly 
if no compromise is arrived at, the few 
Chicago awards which will figure 
in Europe and the many which 
will fioat about Amelica may be taken 
for the little that they are worth. Interna- 
tional exhibitions have now been held for 
more than forty years, so that the plan of 
deciding awards is perfectly understood, It 
is, therefore, too late to affect an alr ot as- 

tonishment because manufacturers who ex- 

hibit their productions at considerable cost 

should cherish the hopeof being compen- 

sated by receiving a medal or certificate 
which has some business Value, Altogether 
the World's Fair has in fonx Weeks cansea 
udn unpleasant friction ah’ cannot be 

described as in any sense A tuccess. 

On the other hand the Times to-day says 
the amount of the daily receipts now ex- 
ceeds the running expenses of the Fair and 
there is no reason to suppose that the 
awards will not be fairly malie. 

But the Pall Mall Gazette, Mr. Astor’s news- 
paper, compares the daily average of visitors 
at the Paris Exposition with that at Chicago 
and asserts that the present Fair 
isa big financial failure. It warns English- 
men intending to wisit the Fair that the 
grounds are ten miles from the city and that 
hotels are charging enormeus prices for 
wretched fare. Several New York news- 
papers are quoted moreoveras stating that 
the prices in the Chicago testaurants are 
beyond all reason, and that visitors in the 
city must resign themselves o exceptional 
discomforts. These reports tre discourag- 
ing many Englishmen who hid intended to 
go to the Fair from attempting the journey,

FOLLOWED BY FRIENDS AND A PRO-

He Is a Candidate for the Vacancy in the 
Academy Caused by the Death of Taine 
~The Striting Souvenir Left at the, 
Houses Visited—Disquieting News 
From Siam—Sir Oharles Russell a Long- 
Distance Speaker. 


PaRIs, May -27.—Citizen Achaille Leroy, 
Anarchist, author of some songs which are 
striking, though not commonly classed with 
French literature, wasthe leading spirit in 
the most noteworthy episode of Parisian life 
this week. He is a candidate forthe vacancy 
in the Academy caused by the death of Taine 
and, in accordance with custom, paid visits 
to all the members. He wore the costume of 
a Bolivian General, set off with palms and 
laurels, and was accompanied by a number 
of Anarchist friends, all riding in the 
famous yellow diligence of citizen 
Maixme Lesbonne, who commanded a 
regiment ofomnibus horse cavalry during 
the Commune. Twenty-five journalists fol- 
fowed. An elaborate ceremonial was ob- 
served at each visit and much wit was dis- 
played. Whenever an Academician was not 
at home the citizens deposited a saucepan 
containing Leroy’s works and resembling in 
form that which caused the disastrous ex- 
Jules 
Simon and Jules Claretier received them so 
warmly that both were assured that they 
would be spared the coming revolution. The 
Due d’Aumale received a saucepan. The 
Duchess d' Uses, a very rich and clever 
woman, was visible and shook hands with 
the citizen, who embraced her son. The 
police broke up the procession on Wednesday 
and arrested Leroy for invading the Sar- 
bonne. After some words the officers confis- 
cated his uniform, and he is about to be 
prosecuted for masquerading out of carnival 
time. 

Interest in Leroy was greatest at the time 
of the election of Henride Cornier to the 
Academy and hehas occupied much more 
newspaper space than that respectable man 
of letters. Leroy furnished the subject of 
cafe concert songs, and he has undoubtedly 
done harmtothe Academy by ridiculing it. 
At the next election his name will have to be 
read as a candidate. ; 

‘The French have been much irritated by 
the news from Siam, which has come mainly 
from England. This afternoon the under 
Secretary cf State for the colonies announced 
that he had received a dispatch stating that 
the French force besiegedat Kong has been 
relieved and the Siamese defeated with 
considerable loss. 

Fr. Bertrand Cofrey, a Dominican mission- 
ary, announces that Victor Hugo died in the 
Catholic faith, aithough he refused the 
offices of the Church of Rome on account of 
the influences about him. The priest’s story 
is that an old negress ofthe Barbadoes ac- 
companied Victor Hugo’s daughter to Paris 
from the West Indies, that the great French 
writer became very much attached to her on 
account of her devoted service to his daugh- 
ter, and that when she went home he sald: 
When you hear of my death have three 
masses said for my soul. Hearing of his 
death only recently, she went to a priest in 
the Barbadoes with money for the masses. 

Sir Charles Russell has easily beaten Mr. 
Carter as a long-distance speaker before the 
Behring Sea conference, having covered 
eight days already, with one more to follow 
on Tuesday and several more later. The 
British counsel will occupy at least two more 
weeks. Sir Charles Russell, in the American 
view, has confined himself to attacking and 
has not defended the British position on any 
principles. According to him international 
law cannot change, grow or be created for 
the unusual case. He made a great flourish 
over the report of Elliott, whom de 
calied the American witness, although 
he was not. Elliott was only unfavora- 
ble to the American side in his descrip- 
tions of the practice of driving, which was 
not introduced until after British pelagic- 
sealers had thinned out the herd.

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POLICE STILL PUZZLED.

Louis Btrodick’s Death the Outgrowth 
of a Women’s Quarrel. 


HE WAS SHOT BY HENRY BENNE, HIS 
LANDLORD. 


Women of Their Families Had Trouble 
Over a Trivial Affair and the Men 
Took Up the Quarrel—Claim That the 
Dead Man Was the Aggressor—Police 
News of al Kinds. 


Louis Strodick, 21 years old and unmar - 
ried, died at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital 
at 40’clock yesterday afternoon from the 
effects of a bullet wound in the left thigh, 
inflicted on April 8 last by Henry Benne 
of No. 2202 Farrar street, Benne is a produce 
dealer, at No, 1028 North Third street, and a 
man ot some means. The shooting was the 
climax of a series of tenement-yard dis- 
putes and  &8strodick and his brother 
Frank are said to have deen the aggressors. 
Benne owns seventy-five feet of ground at 
2202 Farrar street, with tenement house im- 
provements. He and his family live in the. 
front house down stairs, and at the time of 
the shooting Frank Strodick, his family and 
his brotber Louis occupied a house in the 
rear. Mrs. Benne last evening told the fol- 
lowing story of the shooting and the cause 
which led up to it> ‘‘A girl who used to live 
with the Strodicks did some work for Mrs. 
Lappert,a neighbor of ours, and because 
she did not pay the girl at once the Stro- 
dicks brought suit and wanted me tobea 
witness for them. 1 refused to take part in 
the dispute and Mr. and Mrs. Frank Strodick 
said that I sided with Mrs. Lappert. 
They wanted to beat Mrs. Lappert, and 
one evening Frank Strodiek told my husband 
to stop me from tantalizing his wife. My 
husband said he would have nothing 
to do with the yard troubles and told 
Strodick to move if he was not 
satisfied. He replied: ‘I will move, but I 
will get even with you.’ As they did not y 
their rent I gave them notice, and when they 
did not move I gota jlandiordad’s summons 
against them. The Constable served the 
Strodicks, Wednesday, the 5th of April, and 
that night Frank Strodick said that he'd lay 
my husband ‘cold’ and mop up the yard with 
him.’ The next Saturday nigut the strodicks 
had a Keg of beer and a crowd at their house, 
andiwhen they got drunk they did every- 
— to have my husband come out.

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HELP FOR THE BABIES. 


Everyone knows that the greatest suffer- 
ers in warm weather are the mothers and 
little children cooped up in narrow tene- 
ments or housed in closer quarters in some 
densely peopled down-town localities. 
Thre the mortality is heaviest and many a 
little one expires for want of fresh air, 
while thousands of tired mothers drag out 
a painful existence unrelieved by a single 
glimpse of the fresh world beyond their 
own cheerless neighbors. 

It is to relieve the suffering of those 
mothers and children that the Post-Dits- 
PATCH proposes to establish a country 
home at Piasa Bluffs and give all who 
need it an outing for two weeks. 

A charity of this kind is particularly 
worthy the support of well-to-do people, 
who have two strong motives to con- 
tribute, All are interested in the gen- 
eral health upon which depends 80 
largely the business prosperity of the city. 
But the general health of the city depends 
upon the condition of the people in the 
poorer quarters, where epidemics usually 
have their origin and are most destructive. 
This is the practical motive. Besides this 
there is the feeling of pity for suffering 
which must stir all hearts, especially 
where the sufferers are tired mothers and 
their little children. The well-to-do have 
strong inducements to help in this work 
and it is hoped they will contribute ac- 
cording to their means. 

But no one should be discouraged be- 
cause Of inability to make a large contri- 
bution. We are going to make this a 
popular charity in which all—rich and 
poor alike—may participate. If a large 
contribution cannot be made let it be a 
small one, for the contributor of a small 
amount can rest assured that some poor 
mother’s heart will beat with gratitude to 
the giver who saves her baby asingle pang. 

Will you get your friend 
to help? 


HOW THE BOSS GETS HIS POWER. 

The ways and wiles of bosses and ma- 
chine politicians were breezily and elo- 
quently described by Mr. Otto Kempner, a 
member of the New York Legislature, in a 
speech delivered at a meeting of the new 
Citizens’ Democracy last Wednesday 
night. 

Mr. Kempner went into politics with a 
headful of ideas and ideals. He had odd 
notions about his duties as a Legislator. 
When he started for Albany he had a large 
number of bills in his inside pocket, which 
he expected to put through the people’s 
parliament. All these bills were designed 
solely for the benefit of the people, and 
some of them were aimed at costly abuses 
which were sapping the public energies. 
But somehow they didn’t gothrough. ‘‘I 
quickly found,’’ says he, ‘‘that the Legis- 
lature had ceased to be a legislative body 
in the sense contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion; and that while it still retained all its 
outward forms it had become by some 
mysterious metamorphosis the private 
agency of a political machine, in which a 
few bosses had acquired the sole proprie- 
tary interest.’’ 

The machine here referred to is managed 
by three men whose word is law to the 
law-makers of Albany. No important 
motion was made, no question decided, no 
vote taken, no report submitted and no 
committee meeting held until the imperial 
triumvirate had been duly consulted and 
had issued its ukase to go ahead. The 
will of the people played no part in deter- 
mining action on any measure. In every 
case where a decided expression of public 
sentiment in favor of a bill clashed with 
the wishes of the triumvirate the peo- 
ple were cleanly and completely ‘knocked 
out.. 

As every bill asked for by corporations 
was passed, and every bill opposed by cor- 
porations was defeated, it is easy to under- 
stand how these three worthies — Billy 
Sheehan, Ed Murphy and Dick Oroker 
come by their power. They are ‘‘attor- 
neys’’ for telephone; telégraph and rail- 
way companies, and the members of the 
Legislature ‘‘stand in’’ with them.for a 
share of their fees, or for a guarantee of re- 
election. Most of these fees come in the 
shape of subscriptions of campaign funds, 
bat no doubt special retainers are paid in 
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many cases may be completely concealed,

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A WISE MUBICIPAL POLICY. 


The digapproval of the sale of the old 
City Hall property was an excellent con- 
clusion for two reasons. One is that the 
terms of the sale were disadvantageous to 
the city and another that it gives the city 
a chance to dispose of the property in a 
better way than by sale, that is, by rent- 
ing it.) | 

No more than a common allowance of 
business acumen is needed to see that the 
sale of the City Hall property under the 
terms proposed would have been a bad 
bargain forthe city.. The purchaser was 
given the property at a low valuation two 
yearsin advance of possession, with in- 
terest on his first payment and all the 
profits that may be realized from a rising 
value on choice property in the line of 
improvement. In greater or less degree, 
what may be said of the sale of this 
property may be said of the sale of any 
of the city or School Board property. It 
always represents a profit to the purchaser 
and a loss to the seller. If all the property 
owned by the city proper and School 
Board had been held and either improved 
or leased for improvement the treasuries of 
both would now be enriched by growing 
revenues from that source. 

It is a wise policy for a municipality to 
retain as much interest as possible in its 
own growth by holding real property for 
rental and insisting upon a share in the 
profits of franchise privileges.

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SMOKE ABATEMENT. 


The Smoke Abatement Association is 
not increasing its membership and raising 
a fund to help people put in smoke-con- 
sumers. It is not proceeding upon the 
theory that the man who regulates his 
firing and his fireman so that the smoke 
from his chimneys shall not suffocate his 
neighbor or ruin his neighbor’s house and 
goods, is incurring an extra expense purely 
for the public good. Its theory is that he 
economizes fuel and saves money by the 
steps he takes to obey the law and cease to 
wrong his neighbor. The aim and purpose 
of the association is to force him to take 
these steps if he will not do it voluntarily. 

It is for this only that more five-dollar 
members are wanted. Every cent of the 
money thus obtained will be devoted to the 
maintenance of an ample force of chimney 
inspectors and the enforcement of the pen- 
alties of the law against the owner of 
every chimney who neglects and refuses to 
obey it. 

Already the association is prepared to 
notify the owners of 1,700 chimneys 
that they must go to work and abate 
their smoke nuisances within a reason- 
able time or be prosecuted. But it is im- 
portant that no case shall be overlooked 
when the time for action comes, Success 
depends on simultaneous efforts made in 
good faith by all owners of chimneys to 
effect the object. In preparing to supply 
without fear or favor the compulsion neces- 
sary to make this indispensable concert of 
action universal, the association is taking 
the only course promising success against 
a long established nuisance maintained by 
so many thousand people of wealth and 
influence. 

It is a large and difficult undertaking. 
Its success is assured if a sufficient num- 
ber of citizens can be induced to join and 
send in their five-dollar bills. There is 
not a shopkeeper, searcely a householder, 
to whom the abatement of the smoke 
nuisance will be worth less than $50 a year. 
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THE BOLD PASSENGER. 


The whole State is in a grin over the re- 
markable train robbery near Pacific.

Corporations and the People. 
From the New York WorLp. 

Among the questions which are certain to 
demand a solution before many years is that 
of the legal relations of joint - stock corpora- 
tions with the people and the Government. 


The fundamental theory of the nature of | 


these bodies is that they are the creatures of 


legislation; in other words, that they exist 


solely by the good will and sufferance of the 
people. Is there any limit, then, except the 
quasi- sacred nature of vestedrights,to the 
power ofthe people to modify their status, 
or at least to scrutinize carefully their man- 
agement witha view to guarding the public 
rights and interests? 

It is notorious that corporate organiza 
tions, especiaily when combined, are used 
as screens behind which many dishonorable 
deeds fre planned and executed. They have 
been made instruments of wholesale swind- 
ling in the stock markets. They suppress 
wholesale compétition in business. They 
establish monopolies and extort unfair 
prices, The public bas recently had numer: 
ous examples of these facts, 

What is the first step to be taken to lessen 
the possibilities of evil that certainly exist 
at present in the corporate organization? As 
corporations are in fact a public creation, 

and as the State isin a certain sense respon- 

sible for its creatures, the turning of the 
light of official inspection and public scrutiny 
upon alloftheir transactions would be re- 
garded by many as entirely just and logieal. 
This would be merely extending the principie 
now in force in relation to banks and insur- 
ance companies to corporations in general. 

Would it bring about the relief from corpo- 
rate abuses so much desired? Is it not worth 
considering? .

Great care has been taken to have the fore - 


cast as accurate as itis possible to make it. 
The correspondents are not haphazard 

* writers but are men who spend their time on 
crop topics and whose business it is to know 
about such matters. Crop prospects have 
improved greatly during the part week. The 
geason in England this year has been ab- 
normal in character. Therefore it is impog - 
sible to give an absolutely accurate forecast. 
There will be a short acreage in wheat, a 
smaller area having beemsown in the autumn 
and spring, while on poorer soils the 
drought has destroyed many fields. The 
yield of grain on all good lands should be 
much above the average, but straw will 
everywhere be short. 

Barley and oats are variable and cannat be 
expected to produce more than 90 per cent of 
an average yield. Owing to the drought 
germination has been slow and irregular for 
all spring crops sown. This will affect the 
barley very much, as the sample is bound to 
be uneven, and there will be but little fine 
malting quality. On the light barley lands 
of East Anglia this is especially the case. In 
Scotland and Ireland the season has been 
rather more favorable than in England, and 
in the former country oats promises gener- 
ally to be good. But in neither country is 
sufficient wheat or barley grown to seriously 
affect the estimate for England. Much dis- 
satisfaction is expressed here regarding the 
reports from the United States, which are 
gaid to be macecurate and untrustworthy un- 
der the new statistician of the Department of 
Agriculture.

In Bes- 
sarabia, Podolia and Kief governments It is 
below the average.

Keeper Hugh Downey Has a Narrow 
Escape From Death. 


ATTACKED AND HALF SWALLOWED BY 
A HIPPOPOTAMUS. 


Held Between the Huge Jaws of the Eu- 
raged Beast and Shaken as a Dog 
Shakes a Rat-The Man Rescued in a 
Badly Damaged Condition. 


New YORE, May 27.—Keeper Hugh Downey, 
who has under his special care the hip- 
pottami in Central Park, entered their out- 
of-doors compartment at 2 p. m. to-day to 
separate Caliph from his wife and daughter. 
The family were reunited Friday. after 
months of separation and Caliph seemed 
greatly pleased. 

He plagued Miss Murphy and hectored 
Fatima, however, to-day until the mother 
and daughter combined to fightthe old fel- 
low. Downey, who had been watching them 
all day, finally decided to shut Caliph in the 
tank, away from the rest of the 
family. Downey has had charge of 
these animals ever since they came to 
the Zoo, and heisthe only person they will 
obey. Caliph, when touched up with a pitch- 
fork, was soon induced to take a swim. He 
soon reappeared, however, in a particu- 
larly vicious mood. 

It is necessary for a keeper to enter the 
tank portion of the pens inclosing the ani - 
mals in locking the door, but there is plenty 
of footing on the granite just above 
the slopjng side of the tank alongside 
the bars. Pitchfork in hand, Downey 
entered by crawling between the iron rall- 
ings and stole along as usual to the iron gate 
to close it. Miss Murphy and Fatima saw 
him and started *out. Downey, in an en- 
deavor to intercept them, paid too little 
heed to Caliph, who inan instant had swung 
his great, flve- ton body about and made for 
the keeper. Downey was between two 
fires, Miss Murphy and Fatima barred 
the gateway and Oaliph, ugly and 
vicious, lay waiting for him on the other 
side, snorting and sending the water away 
over the grass with flaps of his tall.

Besides this he is badly bruised 
in many spots and can hardly straighten 
himself. He has internal pains at intervals, 
but he refuses to go to the hospital. When 
asked to-night how it felt to have one’s head 
half way into the maw of a hippopota- 
mus, he acknowledged that it was a very 
uncomfortable position to be in, and that 
his thought, as he felt his head strike 
Caliph’s fat throat, was thathe had to die 
but once. Then he lost consciousness. 
Downey has had many narrow escapes in his 
career as keeper, but this wasthe closest of 
all. At6o’clock to-night Oaliph was still in 
a very ugly mood,

A NEW ELEMENT I8 INCLINED TO HIGH 
STAKES, M’ALLISTER SAYS.

New TORE, May 25.—The fashionable socie- 
ty of New York has been .classified into the 
old respectable families, who have lived here 
avery longtime, and who therefore do not 
require a great amount of money to maintain

If present indications have any sig- 
nificance, Mr. James Egan of the Seven- 
teenth Ward and Mr. John Ball of the

A Russian Peddler Killed by a Woman 
«Customer.

PAIR OF SHOES. 


The Woman Testified Before the Coroner 
That the Shot Was Accidental—OCoun- 
ter Statament ofthe Dead Man’s Part- 
ner—The Latest Victim of Evans and 
Sortag—General Crime. 


ATLANTA, Ga., May 27.—The Russian Jewish 
colony of this city is greatly enraged Over the 
murder of their countryman, Manuel Rosen- 
sweig, which they cliarge to Mrs. Sallie 
Wallle of Burke County. Some of them, 
strange to say, talk of appealing for protec- 
tion to the Russian Minister at Washington, 
to escape whose Government they sought a 
refuge in America, 

Manuel Rosensweig, like most of his coun- 
trymen, was a peddler. It was his custom 
to start out every Sunday night with a pack 
of cheap jewelry, laces and 
such other articles as he thought 
he might dispose of, He had 
with him as a companion Benjamin 
Gainglass. Three weeks ago the three men 
visited Midville, in Burke County, where 
they sold Mrs. Wailie, the wife of a farmer, 
a pairjof shoes. It seems that Mrs. Wailie 
found the shoes a size too large, and when 
HKosensweilg and his partner put in an ap- 
pearance at Midville Thursday morning, 
Mrs. Wallie sought them out and wanted her 
money, although, as Gainglass said, she 
had worn the shoes. Rosensweig refused to 
return the money, but was willing to give 
Mrs, Wailie another pair or 
any other goods to the amount 
of $1.25. This bargain could not be 
struck. Mrs. Wailie went intgthe house, as 
she stated, to call her brother, but came out 
shortly afterwards without him, and the dis- 
cusgion was renewed. The two could not 
come to any agreement, and finally Mrs. 
Wallie pulled from her dress a pistol and 
fired, the ballentering the chest of Rosen- 
sweig. 

A Coroner’s jury was at once empanelled 
and rendered a verdict that Rosensweig came 
to his death by the accidental discharge of a 
pistol. It was made to appear that Mrs 
Wailie had been cheated in her purchase, and 
that all she wanted was the return of 
her money.

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THE WHEEL. 


Next Sunday’s DeSoto Run—Missouri Di; 
vision Meet—Cyeling Chat. 

Great preparations are being made for the 
DeSoto run next Sunday, June 4, in which the 
cyclists of Chicago, to the number of thirty, 
will participate. The visitors are expected 
to arrive in a special car next Saturday even- 
ing, and they will be met at the depot by a 
large reception committee, who will escort 
them to supper at one ofthe hotels. The 
evening will doubtless be spent in visiting 


the various club headquarters, and the guests 
will. retire early in anticipation of a hard 
day’s ride. A meeting of the various 
club captains will be held at the 
South Side ’Cycle Club this week to complete 
the arrangements, which will not differ 
materially from those of previous years, 
save that an early start will be made and 
the ride will be a pleasure trip in all that the 
name implies, instead of a road race. Those 
who must scorch can do so, but an attempt 
will be made to have the main body ride 
slowly. Last spring some sixty men took in 
the run, and the attendance next Sun- 
duy will be fully twice as large. 
Every rider in the city, whether 
club man or unattached is invited to be pres- 
ent to help swell the crowd and give the 
visttors a royal welcome. The reparts from 
points along the road state that it is in good 
condition and that no material damage was 
done by the recent heavy rains. The first

Hints to riders of pneumaties. Keep your tires 
pumped up hard, but the front tire of a safety need 
not be so hard as the rear one. In het weather don’t 
inflate quite so hard because the heat expands the 
compressed airinthetire. Valves sometimes leak, 
through dirt getting into them, and a littie water 
pumped in will generally remedy the matter. For 
road use the tires need not be inflated to over thirty 
pounds pressure.

fighting any owner. 

There is certainly nothingout of place inthe 
suggestion of the bookmakers, and if acted 
upon in the right way by the association may 
be productive of much good, inasmuch as it 
will bring the Jockey Club to an appreciation 
of the premium they are putting on question- 
able racing by giving beaten allowances. 

Men who make a lIiviihood racing 
cheap horses, andthere are any number of 
them at the Fair Grounds, do not class much 
above their animals. They are not on the 
turf to elevate it, but to make what they can 
out of it, and the beaten allowance planisa 
godsend to them. Anything that will bring 
forcibly to the minds of the Fair Ground o- 
clals the dangers of the system and tend to 
effect its abolishment will be of great benefit 
— the sport and the people who patron- 
Ze 


What McCafferty Has to Say. 


Johnny McCafferty was very warm under 
tbe collar about the remarks alleged to have 
been made about his animals’ performances 
by the bookmakers. He had a long 


chat with President Wells and steward 
Charles Maffit about the matter, but as 
the bookmakers nuw deny having toasted 
the Georgian, it is apt that he will not push 
things.

I have rot sent a horse of mine unbacked 
to the post at this ore and my books

best of the start by several lengths. He has 
acold water streak just like White’s roan 
and can run when he is off in front, but he 
don’t class with either Murphy or Geraldine, 
and I will bet $5,000 to $10,000 thatif the three 
go to the post equally fit ana get off together 
that Tom Harding Will not be init with the 
other pair. I make this offerin earnest and 
will pat it to the test if anybody wants 
to take me =. The trouble with the book- 
makers here is that because I was fortunate 
last year that I must win every time 1 go 
out. I have not started any but my poorest 
horses here, and even they are not in good 
condition. The public must not imagine that 
because I own a horse that he is better than 
anybody elses. When Aloha, Hugh Penny, 
Helen Nichols and the best of my 2-year-olds 
get into shape the public may do well 
to follow me, but these horses are not of a 
kind with Tom Harding, Volunteer II. and 
Bo Peep, who are only cheap selling platers. 
lalwaystry to win with them, but when I 
don’t succceed it seems to me that the public 
who back them and loose are the one to com - 
plain, and not the bookmakers,who profit by 

our reverses,’’

Schofield used it as 


EMPEROR WILLIAM’S £fCHOOL “DAYS. 


A Post-Dispatch Reporter Who Was With 
the Young Prince in Cassel. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW Lokk. May 26.—A correspondent of 
the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH was a classmate 
of the Emperor of Germany when the latter 
with his younger brother, Prince Henry, at- 
tended the gymnasium at Cassel. 

During the two years he was in Cassel the 
young Prince made the impression on every 
one who came in contact with him that he 
would some day be the most popular ana 
democratic ruler that Germany ever had, 
giving the people a constitutional govern- 
ment not in name only, but in fact. As every 
newspaper reader knows, the combat in 
Germany to-day is between constitutional 
government, the supremacy of the represen-’ 
tatives of the people, and the individual will 
of the Emperor, or autocracy, 

Of course the students at the Cassel Gym- 

nasium were thrown into a great state of ex- 

citement and expectancy when it became 

known that the two royal Princes would soon 

be with them. The Princes arrived in Cassel 

by special train, with their father, a master 

of ceremonies, several military aids and a rot - 

inue of servants. There was a public recep- 

tion in their honor. Next day Crown Prince 
Frederick returned to Berlin and the Princes 

took up their abode in ‘*Wilhelmshoehe, ’’ 

than which there is in Germany—yes, in all 
Europe—no chateau more beautiful and pict- 

uresque, and which was the residence of 
Napoleon III. from a few days after he was 
made a prisoner at the battle of Sedan until 
the endof the Franco-Prussian war. 

The first day the princes were at school was 
a great surprise to all the boys. Everybody 
expected that they would occupy separate 
desks, inlaid with pearls and gold, especially 
designed for them, and that they would be 
seated in chairs upholstered with the down 
of the eider duck and covered with biue 
velvet. The writer remembersthat he and 
the other boys in Tertia, the class which the 
princes were assigned to, were not a little 
disappointed when they came to school on 
that memorable morning and found that no 
extra preparations whatever had been made 
for them. | 

Prince William was then about 17 years ola, 
a fine-looking lad, not very tall, but of ath- 
letic build, with frank, open features. a pair 
of bright, good-natured eyes and light hair. 
On entering the class-room he preceded his 
brother. A master of ceremonies opened 
the door for the princes, but, once inside the 
room, they acted and were treated by the 
professors just the same as the other stu- 
dents, save that they were addressed as 
our Royal Highness.’’ They were re- 
quired todo their lessons, to worry their 
brains with irregular Greek verbs, Lafin 

ammar and hard knots from Euclid, just 
the same as any common mortal, but, of 
course, they had private tutors at home, who 
helped to Knock the lessons into the royal 


heads. 

Inside the class-roomand out of it there 
was nothing ‘‘stuck up’’ about the two 
princes. Ihey associat quite freely with 
their fellow-students, and those whom they 
cared to be more intimate with were fre- 

uently invited to spend an hour or two at 

ilhelmshoehe. Among these latter was a 
Hebrew, the son ofa r widow, who stinted 
herself and burned the midnight oll over fine 
needlework to be able to afford her boy a 
good education. This young man stood closer 
to Prince William during his residence at 
Cassel than any one else. For days at a time 
he was the guest of the Prince at the chateau. 


It was onaccount of his exceptional 
cleverness that this youn Hebrew 
became the close friend of 
Prince William. This incident is 


interesting when considered in connection 
with the anti-Semite movementin Germany 
to-day. Atany rate, thissame young man, 
who is more than 32 years ofage, is already 
high up in the service of the State, and bears 
the title of court-counclillor. 

There is one instance the writer remem- 
bers of Prince William’s good nature and his 
regard for the feelings of other people. Even 
at that early age the Prince’s ruling passion 
was, as is the Emperor’s, horses. Of course 
he had all the horses he wanted; in fact,a 
magnificent stable of the finest — 41 
breds was at bis and his brother’s disposal at 
**Wilhelmshoehe.’’ Among these was a 
superb Arabian, dlack as coal and graceful 
as a gazelle, but with the temper of a devil. 

It was on this horse that Prince William 
was cantering through the Habichtswald, a 
great forest within a few miles of Cassel, 
when on the narrow bridle path he encoun:

IMMUNITY FROM CHOLERA. 


One Is Absolutely Safe as Long as No 
Infected Food Is Eaten. | 


When the epidemic of Southern Russia was 
at its height, writes Dr. Felix L. Oswald in 
the Chautaugan, hundreds of Circassian 
mountaineers made good wages in the coal- 
oll city of Baku, on the Caspian, where they 
would work all the morning on the wharves, 
peddle water or dig graves in the afternoon, 
and rot urn to their hills before dark. Then, 


and never before, they broke their — 
perience having convinced them that they 
could even dispense with water, if the 
strictly abstained from food, till they. had. 
shaken the dust of the contaminated ci 
from the soles of their feet. They could n 
help breathing the infected atmosphere, 
but their absolute immunity established the 
fact that the contagion of cholera cannet be 
communicated by means of the respiratory 
organs. ‘ 

Ihe residents of the sanitary hill suburbs 
of our large cities would therefore run no 
risk in visiting a stricken down-town dis- 
trict, or even a plague hospital, as long as 
they would scrupulously observe the rule of 
abstaining from food and drink liable to the 
suspicion of contagion, even by the touch of 
a cholera patient, since there is reason to be- 
lieve that the fatal microbes may iurk in the 
je iration of their victims, as well as in 

rinking water contaminated by the drain- 
age of cesspools. 

Another strong int In our favor is the 
cleanliness of our Villages and farmsteads as 
compared with the terrific filth of the Sla- 
vonian boor hovels. With their green lawns 
and groves of shade trees our American 
country towns form so many cities of refuge 
from the plagues of a crowded metropolis. 

Inthe latitude of Cairo, III., the colored 
population becomes sporadic, and with every 
mile further north the danger of filth-infece 
tion decreases.

{ambassadors toParis, the Hon, James. 
Eustis, has.. already won a swift 
and real Harity. with all who 
have met him. has not as yet selected 
hig Parisian residence,awaiting probably the 
arrival of Mrs. Dustis and his son and daugh- 
ters, who are to join him in a few weeks. x 
is greatly to be regretted that our grand 
wealthy country has not an official 
home provided for her represen- 
tatives in the capitals of 
Europe, as is the case with the English am- 
bassadors. At the time that the Hon. L. 
P. Morton was our Minister to Paris it was 
suggested that the elegant and spacious ho- 
tel which he occupied on the Piace des Etats 
Unis should be purchased by our Government 
asa permanent home, not only for the Min- 
ister but for the offices of the Lega- 
tion. It was admirably suited for such 
a purpose, the suite of ground floor 
rooms appropriated to the business quarters 
being at once commodious and convenient. 
But the purchase was not made, and the 
hotel was afterwards bought by the Duke of 
Padua. 

It isan interesting circumstance to note 
that at one time an American citizen was in 
treaty for a‘very superb housein Paris, 
which heintended to offeras a gift to the 
American Government to be used as a 
permanent home for our ministers and our 
Legation. The late Gen. John O. 
Fremont, many a long . year 
ago, when he was in the 
height of his prosperity, and was supposed 
to be worth untold millions (as was at the 
time his own conviction), had formed this 
project, but unfortunately before his gen- 
erous plan could be put into execution his 
fortune had faded away like a dream.

The dog has a big appendix vermi- 
formis to-day, and so has the rabbit, while 
some monkeys have appendices and some 
have not. Itis simply a matterof needs. 
The rabbit undoubtedly needs its appendix, 


for it is in regular use. Just as evidently man | 


does not, forhis appendix is rudimentary, 
unable to resist disease and useless. 
APPEARANCE OF THE TERROR. 

The appendix vermiformis in normal con- 
dition is about the size ofa lead pencil and 
about six inches long. When perfectly 
normal it so compares with an ordinary lead 
pencil that itis most frequently described as 
like it. It isa pencil that writes only death 
warrants. 

Prior to very recent investigation the way 
in which appendicitis came about was little 
understood. It was known to doctors and 
other people alike that foreign matter—popu- 
larly a grape seed—worked its way into the 


“little pouch, bred an inflammation there and 


ultimately caused death. It was Known to 
physicians that local application at times re- 
moved the infammation, but that it was 
likely to recur after a greater or less period. 
Neither the persons who died of appendicitis 
nor the physicians who treated these patients 
for bilious colic, typhus fever, dysentery or 
peritonitis without known cause had an idea 
ot the trouble up to five years ago. 

Even to-day, very few physicians have any 
accurate knowledge of appendicitis,or would 
undertake an operation for the removal of 
the appendix. So entirely is the discovery of 
the disease and the proper method of treat- 
ing it an American development of knowl. 
ed and practice, that among scientists of 
othe? countries to-day appendicitis is known 
as the Ame n disease. 
At the International Medical Congress, 
which is to be held in Rome next September, 
there will de gathered skilled surgeons from 
ail over the worid; and the magnet which 
will draw many there who might not usually 
find it convenient to attend the conferences 
of the congress is the desire to learn of“ the 
American disease’’ and the success of the 
many operations which have been performed 
since 1888.

FUTURE OF THE APPENDIX. 

And now, after all these facts are recited, 
recurs the question of whether the coming 
man will nave avermiform appendix slain 
lest It slay him. A much wider question is 
indicated. The number of appendices re- 
moved since the discovery that such an oper- 
ation could be safely performed is very 
great, all things considered. One general 
79 nota surgical specialist, told 

he representative of the SUNDAY PostT- Dis- 
PATCH that he had removed 100 appendiees in 
two years. Probably 1,000 appendices have 
been removed since the first operation of this 
sort in 1688, and mostof thesein the past 
three years. 

What follows? If such a rate is to be main- 
tained there will soon be a very large pro- 
portion of the people who have eliminated 
their vermiform appendices,and we are glad 


of it. 

Willthe children of these people be like- 
wise possessed of vermiform appendices? Un- 
doubtedly. But should the elimifiating pro- 
cess be continued for a few generations, how 
long would it be before this useless and dan- 
gerous degenerate and rydimentary portion 
of the body willbe permanently bred out of 
existence? 

For thousands of years man, both civilized 
and uncivilized, has had this dahgerous ap- 
pendix, and it has filledthe graveyards at a 
great rate. And nowthat scientific inquiry 
seems to have found the way to remove it 
how long will man suffer from his appendix? 
in short, will the coming man have an ap- 
pendix and be sorry for it, or will he have 
none and never think of the matter? 

Uncle Remus is authority for the statement 
that long ago the bear had a long, curly tall. 
It is well Known that a breed of horniess cat- 
tlecan be established, that poultry can be 
bred to almost any shape, and white rats can 
be bred tailless in a few years. If man can do 
all these things how long will he hesitate to 
so order life that the vermiform appendix 
shall cease to exist as a large factor in the 
premature filling of graveyards?

These rooms 
have been retained ever since, thatisto say 
through the terms of ministerial residence of 
Messrs. Whitelaw Reid and Coolidge. The 
splendid hotel occupied by the first named 
gentleman, as well as the one where the lat- 
ter resided, were both within 
easy reach of the business quarters, 
which are situated on the Rue 
Galilee, just around the corner from the 
elegant Avenue Marceau, where both Minis- 
ters McLane and Covlidge had established 
their Parisian homes, Of course, the style of 
abode of our representatives in any of the 
capitals of Europe, under existing circum- 
stances, depends largely upon their private 
fortunes, 

Let us now contemplate the manner in 
which the ambassadors from England are 
lodged in Paris, an example worthy of imita- 
tion by the mighty republic across the seas, 
Situated on the Rue du Faubourg St. Honore, 
not far from the Palace ofthe Elysee, the 
hotel of the British EmbDassy is noted as be- 
ing one ofthe most magnificent of the pri- 
vate residences of Paris. It has its history 
and its pedigree, andis numbered amongst 
the historical houses of the city. Bullt in the 
eighteenth century, it was constructed by M. 
Mazin, architect to the King, for the Duke of 
Charost, who had been the governor of Louls 
XV. in his childhood. 

Under the First Empire it became the prop- 


of Napoleon, that Bonaparte Venus, the 
Princess Pauline Borghese. She cansed it to 
be decorated and furnished in the style of 
the epoch which has so lately become the 
height of the fashion. Fortunately there 
has been nothing changed in the superb 
hotel, or rather palace, since the 
loveliest of all its owners took 
possession of it. Connoisseurs in the 
une of furniture and bric-arbrac can 
scarcely express sufficiently in Words their 
admiration forthe clocks and candelabra in 
gilt bronze that decorate the chimney- 
pieces in the principal rooms and which are 
all in the purest First Empire style and are 
mostly adorned with the imperial emblems, 
Also in high artistic repute is the cheval- 
glass that now stands in the apartment 
known as the ambassador’s bedroom’’ 
and which must often have reflected the ex- 
quisite form immortalized by the chisel of 
Canova. 

The Princess Pauline adored her brother 
and though a certain coolness existed at one 
time between the Emperor and herself, 
owing to her too openly expressed dis&p. 
proval of his marriage with Marie Louise, a 
full reconciliation had taken place between 
them before his downfall, On the eve of 
Waterloo, presaging a catastrophe, the 
Princess collected all her valuable jewels to- 
gether and hastened to place them herself in 
Napoleon’s hands. He took the casket con- 
taining them with him in his traveling car. 
riage, which was captured by the 
enemy after the battle. And to this hour 
nothing has ever deen heard of their fate. 

It is a curious fact that the purchaser of the 
Hotel Borghese, after the restoration of the 
Bourbons, should have been the victor of 
Waterloo, The Duke of Wellingtm bought 
it for the British Government from the Prin- 
cess, for the sum of $125,000. It is now worth 
at the lowest computation $1,200, 000. 

It has ever since remained the home of 
the English Embassy. The ambassadors. 
from Great Britain have usually along term 
of office. One, Lord Cowley, accredited to 
the court of Napoleon III., remained at his 
post for fifteen years. And since the estab- 
lishment of the Third Republic there have 
been but three, namely, Lord Lyons, the 
Karl of Lytton and the present incumbent, 
the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava. Both Lord 
Lyons and Lord Lytton died in possession of 
the office of Ambassador. a 

The grandiose facade of the hotel of the 
Embassy, with the arms of England 
carved in high relief in gray stone 
above the portal, is as well known to 
promenaders on the Rue du. Faubourg 
e Elysee. 
Inside this massive doorway extends a Vast 
courtyard with ample space for all the car- 
riages that bring guests tothe magnificent.

THEY WILL RETALIATE. 


Denverside Park Managers Will Fight the 
East St. Louis Administration. 


Yesterday George W. Jenks, who keeps the 
saloon in the National Stock Yards near East 
St. Louis. was arrested on complaint of C. E. 
Brooks, who charged him with conducting a 
barroom and selling liquor without a license. 
Jenks gave a bond to appear before Judge 
Wyatt at 10 o' clock Tuesday morning. 
This arrest is the result of an unpleasant- 
ness originating in the arrest, last Tuesday, 
of Mr. Brookes’ partner, A. J. Hughes, and 
of Isaac Fellows and Frank Hughes, charged 
with selling liquor without license. 

Brookes & Hughes are proprietors of a 
saloon in Denverside Park—an improved 
suburb within two miles of East St. Louis. 
Under the Illinois law regulating 
dramshops, any saloon situated with- 
in two mliles of the limits of an mcor- 
porated city can not obtain a county license, 
neither can it be licensed by the city, as the 
municipality has no authority beyond its 
corporate limits. The usual method of 
reaching such cases hitherto has been by 
indicting them once or twicea year andfining 
them an amount equal toa licensé. This 
saloon, being beyond the city limits of 
Kast St. Louis, was deemed by the pro- 
—— safe from the _ interference of the 

ast St. Louls authorities. However, on 
last Tuesday they were rudely undecel ved on 
this point. Mr. Brookes says: ‘‘We have 
had Mr. Jenks arrested because his saloon 
as well as our own is within the two-mile 
limit of East St. Louis. We shall also cause 
the arrest of those handling liquor at the 
saloon at the race track, which is also within 


the two-mile limit. We shall see 
that every infringement of the 
liquor law, and the adminis- 


tration party infringes it every Sunday by 
running their saloons open in direct violation 
of the State law, is prosecuted. We shall re- 
move our saloon within the city limits and 
tender Mayor Stephens our license with a 
good and sufficient bond and ascertain if he 
canrunus out of business. Weare perse- 
cuted by the present city administration 
solely because we exercised our 2 to 
oppose its re-election last spring.

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OFFICIAL ADVICES. 


Confirmation of the Recent Triumphs of 
the Revolutionists. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 27.—The State De- 
partment to-day received advices from 
United States Consul 8. C. Braida of San 
Juan Del Norte, concerning the press dis- 
patches describing the victories of the Revo- 
lutionigts on the east coast. The first of these 


reports was dated San Juan Del Norte, May 


ll, and was as follows: 

Five hundred men, well armed and . 
under the command of Gens. Hereo!, Montial, 
Manvargae and Matus, and Col. Talavera, landed 
this morning from the steamship Victoria at San 
Carlos, which town surrendered without resistance. 
I also have notice that the commander of Castilio is 
embarking and is evacuating this little fortrees on 
the steamship Adele, retiring to Colorade Bar and 
Greytown. 

The information regarding the taking of. 
Castillo,referred;to by Consul Braida, was sub- 
sequentiy confirmed dy personal investiga- 
tion and the following dispatch forwarded to 
the department under date of May 17. 

Revolutionary ferces now in opposition to the 
Government of Nicaragua have taken possession of 
Castillo Vige, a customs port on the San aan River. ‘ 
without resistance: There was no disorder or op- 

Mon, and the various officials of Castillo have 
een appointed and have taken possession of their 
respective poste. 

Some apprehensien of disorder or violence is felt 
by the people of San Juan Del Norte, but I aim in- 
clined to think the fears are groundiess, although 
— vornor has placed the town under martial 
aw. 

Acting under the instructions of the de- 
partment to procure and forward all im- 
oe information regarding the progress 
of the revolution, Consul Braida proceeded 
toGreytown immediately after dispatching 
his last communication from San Juan Del 
Norte, and arriving late on the same date 
sentthe following message to the depart- 
ment: 

Revolutionary forces under Gen. Monital and 
thirty men entered this city at 3 p. m. to-day and 
took possession in the name of the new Govern- 
ment. Gov. Del Gadilla has not as yet abdicated, 
bat no Opposition is feared. All is quiet and 
orderly. he forces now await the arrival of Gov. 
Dei Gadilla at his headquarters. 

Secretary Gresham said to-day that he did 
not believe there was any ground for ap- 

rehension or violence at San Juan DelNorte; 

Was disposed to accept Consul Braida’s 
view that such fears were groundless. All 
the advices receivedat the department in- 
dicate thatthe revolutionists are carefully 
guarding all property that has fallen into 
their hands, includingthe plant works ana 
stores of the Nicaragua Canal Co. 

There isno further doubt in view of these 
official advices that’ the revolutionists have 
been successful throughout,Nicaragua and are 
in possession of all the important towns both 
on the eastand west coasts. United States 
Consul Newell’s report from SanJuan Del Sul 
under date of May 9 has since been amply 
canfirmed by press dispatches. President 
Sacaza’s rule is everywhere overthrown, and 
the desertions from his foree Have 80 de- 
5 the ranks of his troops that no more 

hting is looked for. 
acasa’s appeal to the leaders of the revo- 
lution for peace with the condition that he is 
still to retain some share in the Government, 
has been twice rejected. If the Govern- 
ment officers of any other Central American 
State are asked to bring about.a cessation of 
hostilities with an armistice there would cer- 
tainly be no more conflicts. In any event 
the Sacasa forces have suffere 
such reverses that tne revolutionists have 
far less to fear from the internal dissensions 
which are springing up as the result of ambi- 
tious efforts of certain leaders to control the 
new government. The presidential aspira- 
tions of several generals who have been 
rominent in.the revolutionary army are 
ooked.upon.at.the state Department as 
likely to cause no little strife before the 
country is again quiet.

MANY rohiuses WIPED OUT IN THE 
RECENT CRUSH. 
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Values Which Men Thought Represated 

Their Properties Preved to Bs Bubbles 

— Au the Worla Seem« to Be Hard Up 

and Not Disposed to Go Into the Boom 
Business. 

New YOorK, Mar N. -The spurt in the stock 


market which followed the rumor from Wasn - 
ington that the President might call a spec - 


j tal session of Congress in August was short- 
| lived, but it was interesting and instructive. 


To, a thinking man it afforded a clew by 
which possibly he may be able to unravel the 
future mysteries of the market. There are 
no prophets in Wall street. Such as there 
were, were saowed under in the recent un - 
pleasantness. Butanyone of judgment and 
experience can make a siarewd guess as to 
what may be the next motive power in the 
stock market. Anyone who remembers how 
the boom in anticipation of the passage of 
the present Sherman law was maug ted 
can imagine what might happen if ere 
were good grounds for the belief thdt the 
Sherman law was to be repealed. 

In the spring of 1890 the stock market was 
seemingly dead. Transactions were only 
nominal. The Stock Exchange suggested 
some deserted ruin wherein phantom figures 
of men went through the form of the things 
which they had been wont to do fn life. Then 
reports began to come from Washington’ 
The first ones Vague, then growing in defi- 
niteness and number. With the first of 
these reports the stock markets bégan to ex- 
hibit a bardness. As the reports became 
more definite the market became stronger 
and more active, until, finally, a boom of 
from 10 to 20 points had taken place. Wail 
street may receive the news of the repeal of 
the Sherman law very differently from the 
manner in which it received the news that 
the act would become law. It is never safe 
to reason wholly from experience, but it 
may.be said, that while the prospective 
passage of the act was, in Wall street opin- 
ion, a dull point, the prospective repeal of 
the law would, under existing circum- 
stances, be an infinitely greater bull 
point. But the financial community 
cares nothing for bull points jast 
now, Acorpse Will not get up to eat a can- 
vas-back duck. Wall street and ali its cus- 
tomers throughout the country have been hit 
hard. They are no more desirous of hearing 
about booms in the market than a seasick 
man is anxious to hearabouta good dinner. 
The fortunes lost in the crush were many. A 
fow great fortunes were lost while hundreds 


and thousands ot comparatively poor people 
lost ali they had, which was all that could be 
expected of them. Probably, however, some 
one did a great deal more. They used their 
credits at their broker's office, their banks or 
somewheres else to the their full extent, ＋ 
lost the proceeds thereof. The payin 
these debts will givethem an object in lite. 
Not only are Wallstreet and its up - town cus- 
tomers poor, but the whole country is hard 
up, suffering indeed from a financial and 
commercial depression, the like of which we 
have not bad since 1873. 

It does not seem that all the good news that 
could be imagined could help the markets 
much at present, because one thing is an ab 
solute necessity for the buyiag ot stocks, 
namely, money, and money is what every- 
body wants just now. One bas not to go be- 
—.— the circle of his own acquaintances to 
1ear tales of woe in abundance, to hear of 
fortunes great and small swept away, of 
governs retrenchment and despondency. 
Lor is this confined to any particular class of 
the community. It affects all toa greater or 
less degree. A few of the bears on stocks 
made some money out of the recent Wall 
street troubles. But the amount was ex- 
tremely small as compared with the sums 
lost. These sums lost are represented by 
nothing. They vanished into the air. The 
values which men thought represented their 
proses were bubbie values, and the bub- 

les have been pricked. 

The same conditions prevail in other lines 
of business. Vaiues have shrunk and men 
who had thought themselves rich find them- 
selves poor. Even supposing that the com. 
mercigi and financial liquidation throughout 
the country were over, which isa violent 
supposition, it 18 evident that a buying 
movement of any sort will be almost an im- 
possibility. There iw on ane way out of 
such troubles as our people und themselves 
in to-day, retrenchment, econom careful 
saving and judicious use saving 
when the time presents. itself, as he — bound 
to do. But the preliminary steps of wWpbuilld- 
ing are slow and uncertain. » enwho have 
been knocked down w carefully after they 
get up. The element of time is an absolute 
nesessity to the bringing back ot our com- 
— and finance to conditions of pros- 

rity 

some times the re-establishment ot pros - 
perity is the work of years, sometimes only 
of months. This depends wholly on the con- 
ditions. In our oon case there igafair do- 
Hef that should the thing which caused ali of 
our troubles or most oft be removed, the 
recovery would be very rapid: In other 
words, that with the — the Sherman 
law and the passage of law. which would 
place our currency on a “pasis 2 every 
dollar would be the in 
value ot every other dollar at home 
and abroad, we woul 
prosperous times in this country. The an- 
swer to this question, as well as to others 
relative to the same subject can only de ob- 
tained by waiting with patience. 

There is much ot interest just now in the 
movement of gold to England. Predictions 
have been freely made that to-day’s ship- 
ments would mark the end of the movement. 
On what these predictions are based it is im- 
possibletosay. Asa matter of fact, we can 
state that one shipment of $1,000,000 has been 
arranged for next — sarmaye # it would go 
on.

Did God-speed at the going. If it be a youth 
or lass, or young Man or woman,as it oftener 
is, for but few but the very old and very 
ung are left, then, on the evening previous 
the departure, every companion, friend or 
acquaintance is certain to appear, and the 
Whole hight is passed in What is called 
rising the heart’’ of the departing one. 

The eustom springs fromthe same kindly 
quality ofextending cheer to those who 
mourn, that originally established the cus- 
tom of the Irish ‘‘wake,’’ which many good 
people chobdse to persistently misunderstand 
and condemn. At this gathering for rising 
the heart’’ of the emigrant the Irish 
peasant’s character is in a most tenderly in- 
teresting state for study. Every one arrives 
im a hushed, embarrassed mood; and every 
one brings some littie token. of affection and 
regard. The poverty of these folks alone 
prevents outlandish generosity. 

One stealthily appears with yards of seed- 
cake; many with thimdlesful of tea; some 
with gew-gaws and trifies of jewelry; the 
coat-tail pockets of another will bulge with 
heartsome potatoes; housewives arrive with 
great méthers of milk, others with schow- 
ders, or oaten-cakes, crisp anq oothsome, 
still others With schrahags of silk, a hearty 
mixture of potatoes, beans and batter, and 
some with apronsful of peat; for the slender 
“resources of the family must never under 
these trying circumstances be drained. Aud

It 
was a crowd whose faces and strange attire 
bespoke great poverty. Two children, a lad 
ot 17 and a girl'cf perhaps 14 were going 
away. The mother Was to remain behind un- 
tli these walfé could send for her, For the 
whole company it was the event or their 
lives, this few miles’ mountain jourhey, and 
the care for the brave young emigrants, the 
consideration for the walling mother, and 
the latter’s grief were touching to behold, 

Half the time the lad’s companions had 
their arms about his neck. The girls would 
carry the sister on their shoulders, and ia 
seats made by interlacing their fingers; wile 
the mother and the chiidren’s luggage had 
been piled in an old squeaking mountain- but, 
or cart, which was tendérly drawn by hand. 
The women crowded abcut the cart with all 
manner of endearing and reassuring words 
of comfort, but the poor woman could not be 
comforted. Asshe lay prostrate upon the 
bundles, there only came from her white lips 
the endless moan. 

My pastchee 
bogchti—my pastchee boght!’’ (May the 
cross eneom pass 0 My poor children !—my 
poor children !) 

Once when wandering in Oounty Galway. 
down by old Cloggmore,I saw a stranger 
‘*convéeying’’ party than could be found in 
any other portion of Ireland. [had been 
sauntering among the Connamara ‘‘Knit- 
ters. ‘‘fullers,’’ poteen-makers and an- 
tiquities of the ancient Celts with which this 
region abounds, and my mind was full of the 
pagan and early barbaric life whose rude 
stone monuments were on every hand. Sud- 
denly looking Gown upon the sea I beheld a 
scene in keeping with the times of which I 
dreamed. A fleet of rotten dories, ragged 
smacks and cufraghs or skin-keeled craft 
precisely the same as used in these islands 
2,000 years ago was approaching the shore. 

The occupants were skinny and white. They 
were dressed in rags and with Httle of these. 
The men wore skin shoes from which the hair 
bad not best ténioved, which the natives call 
‘*‘pampootas.’’ The women were barefooted 
and barelegged to their knees, and their bon- 
netless heads were covered with great shocks 
of coarse black hair. It was a Danteaa pict- 
ure of hunger and want, framed n a éetting 
of ancient, barbaric times. They were a 
party of nearly 100 God-forsakeh Arran I51- 
anders, accompanying afamily of emigrants 
to Cloghmore, whence the latter would walk 
to the train at Galway. They nearly alistood 
upright as they neafed the maimiand and 
were chanting the wildest, Most dolorous 
Celtic strain human ears ever heard. 

What a host of shuddering reflections this 
sea pageant of poverty-stricken peasahtry 
crowds upon you! Your eyes follow the dark 
shore line. Behind arethe mountains. There 
are the peasantry andtheruins. Two thou- 
sand years ago there stood the watch-tow- 
ers, the raths, the places for Pagan pyro- 
latry. Inthe vaileys were the herds and the 
helots. The signals flashed from crag to 
crag. Some savage chief with his thousands 
of serfs has come to give battle, perhaps, to 
old Beola himself, The bellowing herds are 
huddied inthe glen. The shrieking women 
are herded within the raths. Oncome the 
fierce invaders by land. Here skulking along 
the bays and bights, come theinvaders by 
sea. Their shields are Of rawhide. Their 
war raiment is of apg = ae Their navy is 
Afloat upon rawhide. élaughter by 
land and by sea anne b the * lasts. Fire 
and sword, rapine and pillage, whilé lasts 
the night. The grass grows ticher in the 
valleys for the blood left there that day 

They set the departing ones upon shore in 
silence and tenderly. No words could depict 
the agony of that separation. These went 
forth to unknown dangers in untried lands; 
those went back tu hopeless starvation upon 
the barren Arren Isles. But not at once. 
Past old Cloghmore, past Ballynen yes, past 
far Caher, the curraghs and the dories and 
their motley crewg followed those that went, 
wailing farewells, fitrcely shriek grahs, 
and straining their eyes antil the last flutter- 
ing rays disappeared beyond the Connamara 
hills over against ancient Galway. Not until 
then did they, still waiting, turn toward the 
hovels among the howling Arran rocks.

Operation upon which they could work. 

Rev. Dr. tterson of the committee was 
given ten minutesin which to present ‘the 
subjectofa federation of the five Presby- 
terian bodies that have been in consultation 
on the subject. The outline of the proposed 
Federal Council was given in the report of 
the committee previously presented. There 
are five other bodies yet to consider the plan 


before it can be recommended for adoption. 


Rev. Charles Thompson, D. D., chairman 
of the Committee on Church Co-operation, 
related the history of the movement. Its 
work was at present confined to co-opera- 
tion in the home mission field, in which three 
denominations are acting. 

ATTACKING THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

Rev. A. Nelson Hollifield of Newark, N. J., 
criticised the report of the Committee on 


Church Unity, holding that the committee 


wasradically at faultin shifting the ground 
of the discussion from the matters upon 
which the two great bodies differed to those 
in which they were in accord. One of these, 
Mr. Hollifield said, was the non-recognition 
by the Episcopal Church of the validity of 
Presbyterian ordination. Until this was re- 
moved there could be nosuch thing as church 
unity; and to remove it required discussion 
fapplause]. Another difficulty in the way 
was constantly increasing number of Epis- 
copal churches that engaged in Romish 
practices and custums. The high Episcopal 
Church was nothing more or less than a back 
door to Rome, and through it many of the 
ministry and of the laity as well had found 
their way to Rome, 

Hardly had Mr. Hollifield taken his seat 
when Rev. Chas. H. Booth of New York was 
on his feet 8 against Mr. Holiifield’s 
remarks. e wished only to publicly ex- 
press, he said, his great regret for this assault 
upon a body of Christians—a church of the 
Lord Jesus Christ that whatever its customs 
was yet a church of Goa. 

Mr. Hollineld made the simple statement 
that he did not reflect on the character of the 
Episcopal Ohurch or any of its members. He 
was interrupted to put a motion to defer the 
matter as unfinished business, and it was so 
ordered. 

THE GEARY LAW. 

The Moderator introduced tothe assembly 
the Rev. J. R. Bryson, D. D., of the General 
Assembly of the Southern Presbyterian 
Church. He came, said the Moderator, to 
present an appeal to President Cleveland in 
respect of the Geary exclusion act. A crisis 
was at hand, he said, that needed immediate 
and earnest action. Elder Cutcheon, Chair- 
man of the Committee on the Geary Law, 
was given the floor and reported as follows: 

»The exclusion and registration act of 
May, 1892, is the supreme law of the land. No 
unsettled legal question in reference to it re- 
mains for the consideration of your com- 
mittee. 

»The committee believes, however, that it 
is the right and duty of this assembly to give 
expression of its views upon the subject mat- 
ter and recommends the adoption of the fol- 
lowing: 

The Presbyterian Churchin the United States of 
America, in session at Washington on the 27th day 
of May, 1893. deelares its convictions. 

1. The laws of Congress enacted in contravention 
of treaty obligations, in violation ef the traditions 
and fundamental principles of our Government and 
in disregard of the just rights of men lawfully and 
by our invitation residents of the United States are 
unworthy of this great nation, and a reproach to our 
civilization and that they will work injurious to, if 
not destructive of, our commercial relations with 
and our moral and religious influence over the Chi- 
mese people. 

2. That all sueh laws now on our statute books 
should be repeaied or se amended as to make their 

rovisions consist with justice and honorable deal- 

ngs with the Chinese Government. 

»The moderator and stated clerk are di- 
rected to transmit a copy ot the foregoing 
resolution to the President, the Senate and 
the Representatives of the United States. 
The report was received and the resolutions 
adopted. Then a committee was appointed 
to join Dr. Bryson in visiting the President. 

CHURCH POLITY. 

Recommendations of church polity were 
then made from the committee on that sub- 
ject by Rev. W. Hi. Harshaof Nebraska, 
chairman. 

The most important provided that appeals 
from Presbytery to General Assembly direct 
be not permitted; that proseciiting com- 
mittees in cases of acquittal be restricted to 
the right of appeal; and that prosecuting 
committees should hold their commission by 
and their existence be limited to the will of 
the body appointing them. The committee 
recommended that no change he made to 
this. The recommendations of the commit- 
tee were all concurred in. The committee 
reported in reference to the overtures in fa- 
vor of establishing the order of Jeaconesses 
in the church that inasmuch as the presby- 
teries had voted in the negative onan over- 
ture on the subject sent down by the assem- 
bly of 1892, it was deemed inexpedient to send 
down another overture at this time. As the 
vote of presbyteries on this overture had not 
been communicated tothe General Assembly, 
action on this subject was deferred. 

Dr. Young, from the Committee on Bilis 
and Overtures, reported on overtures from 
sixty-seven presbyteries requesting the prep- 
aration of a new short form of theconfession 
of faith and other revisionary authorization, 
unanimously recommended that the mat- 
ter be postponed in view of the re cent action 
ofa of the presbyteries not to leg- 
isiate on those subjects at present. The re- 
port was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Home 
Missions was read, renewing the recom- 
mendations made by the board to its ann 

rtand adding a new one to make an ad- 
nee upon the salary of a missionary iu a 
new place. 

Rev. J. V. Milligan of Portland, Ore., re- 
newed his motion that the board be instructed 
to pay missionaries monthly, instead of 
quarterly, as at present.

DWELL APART FROM THE WORLD.

St. Pavt, Minn., May 2%.—Edward Bei- 
lamy’s ideas are put into religious practice 


by a strange sect in Iowas County, Io., ot 


which but little has peén written. Your cor - 
respondent recently spent a day ina village 
of this soclety, called the ‘*Amana’’ Society, 
in that county. It is said that this society is 
the largest of gts kind in the world. Here are 
2,500 people living together in harmony as 
one great family. 

The society is a religious organization, 
founded on two verses of the Book of Acts, 
which read as follows: 

And all that believed were together and 
had all things common, and sold their pos- 
sessions and goods, and parted them to all 
men as every man had need. 

This is the whole secret of the organization, 
which has been In existence about one hun- 
dred years, It was founded in oneof the 
southern counties of Germany, where it ex- 
isted about fifty years, Then the entire sect, 
if it may be so called, came to this country 
and were nine years near Buffalo, N. ¥Y. 
From there they moved tolowa in 1854, and 
acquired land from the Government in the 
northern part of Iowa County along each 
side of the Iod River. 

On these possessions they have lived ever 
since. At the present time they control 28, - 
000 acres of land. 

The people hold everything in common. 
No man individually owns anything. Every 
man, woman and child is well clothed and 
well fed, but all the surplus money goes into 
the treasury ofthe society. The people do 
not live on farms, asthe Americans jn this 
section Go, but in villages, which are. seven 
in number—Homestead, East Amana, South 
Amana, West Amana, North Amana, High 
Amana and Amana. 

Their villages are situated from two to five 
miles apart, and are all connected by a 
splendid system of telephone. The villages 
are about equal in size, and are built without 
any plan or regularity. Their streets are 
without any regularity: in wiath and as 
crooked as so many cowpaths. 

TYPICAL DUTCH VILLAGES. 

Each town is a typical Dutch willage. he 
houses are huge structures, each aftet the 
sa pattern, and nearly all are built of 
brigxs made in each village. Some few of 
the houses are made of wood, but have never 
been painted. This is partly for two reasons: 
one is, because the inhabitants think it 
cheaper, and the other is that they think 
painted buildings savor too much of style 
and worldliness. 

The houses are about 40x60 feet andtwo or 
three stories high. Between the houses is a 
space of from two to six rods of ground. This 
intervening spaceis planted to vineyards. 
The people all live in the villages, and go 
from there to their work in the fields. All of 
the cattle and live stock are kept in huge 
barns on the outer edge of the villages. The 
flelds are very large, some containing 5,000 to 
8,000 acres In a single inclosure. 

The people all eat at public eating- houses 
or kitchens, having five meals a day, as they 
ao in Germany, the men eating separate 
from the women and children. 

They sleep in large dwellings, which are 
divided off into dormitories. Each person 
has a room, and the families have rooms ac- 
cording to the number of their children. 

The young women learn housework and 
also serve several years as assistants and 
cooks in the kitchens. The men do the work 
they like best and are most favorably adapt- 
edfor. The best informed keep the stores 
or act as overseers Of the workmen in the 
factories. 

Each town has a general store, which 
keeps all the necessaries of life, but none of 
the luxuries. The store at Homestead 
Village buys all supplies at wholesale for the 
entire colony. There is a flour mill anda 
saw mill. There are also machine shops, 
which do all the repairing and make most of 
the machinery used on the farm and in the 
workshops. ; 

There are two large woolen mills, one 
of which cost over $100,000.. Inthe mills is 
made most ofthe clothing worn by the peo- 
ple. Allthe wool is from the farms, and in 
the mills are manufactured every variety of 
flannels and dress Ss. All the cotton 
cloth is bought directly from Easternimana- 
factories and dyed inthe mills the color 
desired, which is generally dark blue or 
black. As only a small part ot the woolen 
goods manufactured can be consumed in the 
colonies, most of it is sent to wholesale 
merchants inthe East, and large quantities 
are sold to merchants in surrounding towns; 
and thet, too, without the aid ofthe drum- 
mer. The Amana fiannels bring the highest 
price everywhere, andare highly prized by 
the people, for these Gei mans are so honest 
that what they make can be guaranteed to be 
„All wool,’’ 

THE BUSY COMMUNITY. 

All the work in the colony is done by its 
members. There are two rallroads and four 
depots init, andall the section men, depot 
agents, operators and express agents are 
members of the colony, andthe salaries go 
into the colony’s fund. The society makes 
all ot its own rules and laws, but they in no 
wise conflict with those of the United States 
or of the State of Iowa. Each village has an 
overseer, called an elder, making in all 
seven elders, who, taken together, are called 
asynod. Thesynod is guverned by a Presi- 
dent, and meets every week to transact 
business for the public welfare. These om 
cilals are chosen by popular vote, but the 
men elected are always those desired by the 
leaders. 

Their religionisa form ofthe Lutheran. 
The people have no churches or preachers, 
but on every Sunday they, hold prayer- 
meetings in their town hall, and the elder of 
each village is leader. He reads the 
scriptures and comments on the passages ac- 
cording to his understanding. In former 
days there was a prophetess belonging to the 
society, who lived to very, very old, so the 
older people of the colonies say. She saw 
visions and dreamed dreams, all of which 
were noted down, and now in collected form 
fill fourteen volumes. It is a péculiar inci- 
dent, however, thatall her dreams and vis- 
ions were generally about what her elders 
wished them to be—such as would hold in 
check any feelings and repinings ofthe peo- 
ple; and the words of the prophetess are 
still read tothe people. There are no organs 
or pianos or instruments of any kind in the 
village, asthey will not be tolerated. Vocal 
music, however, is cultivated to a high de- 
gree of perfection. 

In their morality they are very rigid. The 
young people have very few privileges—no 
card playing, no dancing, no theaters, and, 
in fact, no social gatherings of any kind. 
Young men and women are not allowed to 
walk on the street together orto Keep 


ny. But in case a couple are so unfortu- 


pa 

nate as fo fallin love with each other they 
must make it known to the elder of the vil- 
lage, who at once —— them into differ- 
ent villages, where they are not allowed to 
correspond with or see each other for two 
goats. At the end of the time, if they are of 

he same mind still, they are married.

JOE PRITCHARD’S LAST CHANCE.} 


He Will Get a Hearing in the Illinois 


Supreme Court. 


Joseph Ferguson Pritchard of st. Louis. 
who occuplesacell in the St. Clair county 
jailin Belleville, III., having been convicted 
of bigamy, has been granted a hearing in the 
Illinois Supreme Court on a writ of super- 
cedeas procured by his attorney, F. A. Me- 
Conaughy. Pritchard was convicted of big- 
amy in the Circuit Court at Belleville a short 


time ago, and was sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for one year. Since his conviction he 
has been in jail at Belleville, the Court hav- 
ing extended the time for his removal to the 
penitentiary to give his attorney an oppor- 
tunity for presenting his case to the Supreme 
Court. As the case now stands his fate now 
lies entirely in the hands of the Supreme 
judges, who will decide whether’ the sen- 
tence imposed by the Belleville jury shall be 
carried out.

Impressive Ceremonies to Accompany 
Their Removal to Richmond. 


FUNERAL TRAIN WILL PASS THROUGH 


Crowds Will Gatherat Richmond From 
Every Partin the South—Demonstra- 
tions to Be Made Along the Road— 

Ceremonies at the Grave—A Monument 
in Hollywood Cemetery. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., May 27.—The special 
car bearing Miss. Winnie Davis, Mayor J. 8 
Eliyson of Richmond, Gen, Wise, Judge Geo. 
L. Cbristian, President T. P. Campbell of the 
Common Councilof Richmond and Mr. G. 
Watson James, acting secretary of the Lee 
Monument Association of Richmond, arrived 
this morning. The party was met at the 
train by Gen. Glynn and driven to the St. 
Charles, where Gen. Stephen D. Lee of Mis- 
sissippi, Gen. Lubbock, Col. Wm. Preston 
Johnston and other prominent Southerners 
called on the: daughter of the Confeder- 
acy. 5 * 


' The remains of Mr. Davis will be removed 


very quietly to Memorial Hall this evening. 
The ceremonies here attending the transfer 
of his body will be marked with no. display, 
but with dignified simplicity. Mrs. Hayes 
of Denver, daughter of Mr. Davis, is also 
here afd will goto Richmond with the re- 
mains. 

The first fonr days of thts week will be no- 
table in the history of the country. 

They will see the last universal demon- 
stration of the Southern States over the lost 
canse and its leaders. For to-day the re- 
mains of Jefferson Davis will. leave this city, 
and after passing through seven of the 
eleven seceding States, will reach a final 
resting place in Richmond, the capital of the 
Confederacy, the scene ofits death agonies 
and the fitting place of repose for its great 
leader. : 

Hereafter monuments will be raised, Con- 


federate graves decorated, veterans who |° 


wore the gray will’ meet jand recall the 
dreams of glory that were ‘shattered. Con- 
federate clubs will be formed and Confeder- 
ate memories eulogized in speech or em- 
balmed in song. But never again will there 
be a grand expression of sorrow and respect 
from all the States, as States that once se- 
ceded, from all the people as people who 
once conceived an existence apart from the 
Union, 

Furthermore, this will be the last of a num- 
ber of events that have happened since 1865, 
to the amazement of the world and the con- 
founding of history. The first of tliese events 
was the return of the Confederate. soldiers to 
their homes, without punishment for what 
the event of the war had decided to be armed 
rebellion, without wholesale hanging or 
shooting or any of those bloody happenings 
which have made N the end of all other 
armed rebellions. This. Week. the United}! 
States will show the world this last of the 
sertes Of exémplary and most honorable spec- 
tacles—the remains of the leader of the re- 
bellion, the incarnation of all that rebellion 
meant, borne in triamph through the nation, 
the center of a vast outspoken sorrow and 
respect, which not the bitterest Union par- 
tisan would hinder, if he could. And this 
with the war not thirty years past, with hun- 
dreds of thousands of its soldiers still living 
and millions of those who bore its burdens. 

Surely these are four historic days that will 
be remembered as long as the war itself, that 
will be spoken of as the funeral day of the 
last ani ities. 

Twenty*ive years ago the clearest mind on 
either side would have said that the peaceful 
and respectful scenes of this week would be 
impossible. Ten years ago the blatant orator 
on eithe@ ‘de would have stirred smoldoring 
suspicionS¥o lively hatred, and the progress 
of this funeral train would have deen at 
tended by curses and recriminations. To-day 
not the eagerest politician could stir an out- 
break, not tne fleriest orator could rouse 
applause at his denunciations. The event 
has absolutely no political meaning, the lost 
cause is dead even ava stirrer of the imagina- 
tion, and this burial has interest only as it 
marks the final laying away of the last great 
figure in that lost cause, 

The Southern States realize the melancholy 
importance of this event. From all over the 
South the vetesans who fought forthe Con- 
federacy, those who aided and upheld it in 
public and private life,the men who watched, 
the women who worked and wept, will pass 
into Richmond to pay their last respects to 
the leader and the cause he embodied. All 
through those seven Southern States which 
the funeral train will honor with its 1 
—Loulslana, Mississippi, Alabama la, 
South Carolina North ‘Carolina, — 
The people will gather to stopping laces 
and to the stations along the line. 
The funeral train will leave New 
Orleans with the booming of cannon bidding 
ita sad good-bye, and its whole route will 
be through flags at half mast, with cannon 
saluting and ple cheering and bowing 
their bared heads in silence.

Jefferson Davis died on Dec. 6, 1890, and his 
remains were taken Dec. 12 of that year to 
Metaire County, near New Orleans, and were 
put in the vault under the mound of the 
Army of Virginia, over which rises the famed 
Stonewall Jackson column. This was 
merely a temporary resting place, and sev. 
eral Cities strove fur the honor of having the 
tomb ofthe dead leader. New Orleans was 
anxious that it should be erected at the Me- 
taire, which is one of the beautiful cemete- 
ries of the world.

TO IMPROVE - THR PARKS. 


Elaborate Work in Orgamenting Public 
Places to Be Done This Summer. 


Park Commissioner Fechter intends to 
make a number of improvements in the 
various city parks during the coming sum- 
mer. The recent heavy rains which sent the 
little River. des Pérps on a rampage in its 
tortuous course through Forest Park created 
sad ha voc with the foot bridges which span 
it una the many beautifal lawns which linod 
its banks. 

Five of these bridges were swept away 
entirely and tue loss Of these, together with 
the damage done to the lawns and shrubbery, 
will foot up something like $6,000 

These bridges will all have to be replaced 
and the lawns reconstructed. One of the 
new bridges is to be at the base of Fairview 
hill. 

Another is to cross the 
the Wilderness Drive, 
there was a ford. 

Two of them cross the river on the Central 
drive and connect it with the southeastern 
bills, while another will be placed west of 
the Central drive and connect Lakeview hill 
with the cottage. 

A new fence similar to that which now in- 
closes the deer paddock will be erected 
around the elk paddock.

ONE OF THE MOST NOTED INFORMEES OF 
HISTORY DYING.

Cable dispatches from London announce 
that Le Caron ts dying, ana with him dies one 
of the most celebrated of spies and inform - 
ers. 

Henri Le Caron, alias Thomas Phillip 
Beech, became famous, or infamous, in the 
spring of 1889, when he testified in the in- 

’ terest of the London Times before the Parnell 
Commission. He closed his career as a spy 
vy that self- exposure of his true character. 
But the world was anxious to Know more 
about the man who, according to his sworn 
statements, had fora quarter of a century 
kept the British Government informed of the 
workings of the inner circles of the Irish 
‘patriotic bodies m America, Be- 
rides, he himself was in seurch of 
mployment. ile therefore wrote ‘‘Twenty- 
ve Years in the Secret Service, an autobi 
01 which he published last year.

It was during this period (in 1866) that 
I was brought into close acquaintance 
with Fenianism and its workings,’’ 
he writes. Strangely enough, it was 
my army associations which formed the 
medium. Through an old companion-in- 
arms, the man O’Nelll mentioned above, by 
whose side I had served and fought, I learnt, 
at first casually, and in broken conversation, 
what was transpiring in the circles of the 
conspiracy. Indignant as I was at learnin 
what was being done against the interests o 
my native country, I knew not how to cir- 
cumvent the operations of the conspirators, 
and did nothing publicly in the matter. 
Without my own knowledge, how- 
ever, | was to become one of the instru- 
ments for upsetting all these schemes. Writ- 
ing, as Il regular did, to my rather, I men- 
tioned, simply way of news, the facts I 
learned from O'Nelll. My letters, written in 
the careless spirit of a wanderer’s notes, were 
— to become political dispatches of an 
important character. Witbont reference to 
me, my father made imme e and effective 
use ot them. Startled and dismayed at the 
tidings I conveyed, he, true Briton that he 
was, could not keepthe information to him- 
self, but hanced over my letters immediately 
to John Gordon Rebow, the sitting member 
for Colchester.

I 
made a point of being in his room when his 
letters arrived, and he was certainly very 
frank and open in acquainting me with their 
contents.

N COMMERCIAL DISTRUST. 


Bxtravagance and the Sherman Law 
5 Given as ths Main Reasons for the 
Panicky Rumors of the Last Few |? 
Weeks—The Balance of Trade. 


The present interest in the critical finan- 


tion of the gold reserve below $100,000,000, 
the dgitation of the silver question and the 
failure of large concerns, aroused a curiosity 
to know what view the st. Louis bankers 
took of the situation, for their views are in- 
teresting just now.

In response to your inquiry of the 23d inst., 
asking my opinion ag to the cause of the 
present financial uncertainty and distrust, I 
beg leave to outline i personal views as 


follows: 

The financial depression existing at pres- 
ent dates back to the failure of the Baring 
Bros. of London, which was caused by the 
inflation and collapse of South Ameri- 
can securities; and this. coupled 
with the late financial crisis in Australia, 
has compelled the English financiers to — 
vide large sums of money to earry these 
matters through. This was first reflected in 
America by the sale of large amouuts of 
American securities, the cash for, which has 
gone to Europe to help stem the tide. 

This primary cause, together with the bal - 
ance of trade, which has been against us for 
some time, and the uncertainty of what ac- 
tion will be taken hy Gonarens respecting the 
silvér question, has used a steady drain 
upon e resources ofthis couatry, and has 
gradually brought about the severe de- 

ression which ,oceurred in Wall street a 

ew days ago and is now being dually re- 
fiected throughout the country. The depre- 
ciation in American securities on Wall street 
largely of an industrial character, has o 
course had its effects upon the bank accounts 
of psople who have been carrying that class 
of securities. 

Fortunately this depression has not yet 
taken a hold u the mercantile or busi. 
ness interests of the country to any great ex- 
tent, and with the present prospect of good 
crop@for the coming season, coupled with 
prudent and cautious business management 
on the part of the mercantile world, we may 
happily ride through this seeming crisis in 
perfect safety and restore confidence. 

The remedy required in this instance is, 
first, repeal of the Sherman bill, careful and 
considerate attention of each map to his own 
business affairsandthe discountenancing of 
any and all ventures of a speculative char - 
acter.

Volumes have been published during the | 
past year concerning the World’s Columbian 
Exposition, of the attractions to be seen, of 
the magnificent pulldings, of the White City 
in general, also of the probable cost of see- 
ing the numerous attractions within the 
World’s Fair inclosure. Some reports have 
been sent out and widely circulated to the 
effect thatit would costa small fortune to 
spend one week in Chicago, providing the 
visitor saw all the places of interest, es- 
pecially Jackson Park. This report had 
a tendency to injure the interests of the 
Fair and the Secretary set about to inform 
the public that the admission to the 
Fair was only 50 cents. This manner 
of explanation did not exactly satisfy cer- 
tain members of the commission, who - 
Sisted that so simple a contradiction would 
not repair the injury sustained.
